Syrians free two 
Jewish leaders

PARIS. — The Paris-based Con- 
ference for the Rescue of Middle 
Eastern Jews announced yesterday 
that two leading members of the 
Jewish community in Syria have 
been allowed to leave after spend- 
ing three years in jail without be- 
ing cd. 

The two, Nissim Katri and Joseph 
Soued, will bear life-long physical 
and psychological marks of their 
ordeal, according to a communique 
issued by the Conference. They 
were arrested in September 1971, 
but there was no word when they 
were released or where they are 
now, 

The Conference said U.N. Secre- 
tary General Kurt Waldheim had 
passed on to the U.N. Commission 
for Human Rights in Geneva a re- 
solution passed by the Conference 
on July 3 calling for the free emi- 
gration of Syrian Jews. The Con- 
ference has reaffirmed this appeal 
in ἃ message to the opening session 
of the General Assembly in New 
York.

Haifa Ombudsman expects 
1,000 complaints this year 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — He reads letters of 
complaint all day long, but Ya'acov 
Levav is getting used to it. 

As this city’s first municipal 
ombudeman, Mr. Levav met the 
press last week and said he ex- 
pects to get same 1,000 complaints 
this year. With only a part-time 
secretary to help him, the former 
Haifa University executive has 
disposed of two-thirds of the 600 
complaints he thas received since he 
took up the in June. 

The Jargest number of public 
gripes concern hygiene, and when 
Ombudsman Levav was asked about 
frequent violations by businesses 
and homeowners, he said the small 
fines imposed py the courts did 
not deter offenders and were often 
preferred by them to the more- 
costly compliance with the law. 

He said, however, that a drive 
now under way to clean up: Haifa 
had improved the city’s general 
condition. 

“A substantial part of the popu- 
Jation disregards standards of 
cleanliness and does not cooperate 
in main them, Poor relations 
between neighbours do not help 
either. Moreover, manpower for 
Keeping the city clean is short.” 

Other frequent subjects of com- 
plaint {in declining order) are 
‘building code violations, school and 
kindergarten matters, tax collection, 
city inspectors and road safety 
and traffic matters.

BUENOS AIRES. — Argentina's 
tough new anti-subversion law went 
into effect yesterday as police re- 
ported three terrorists killed and 
five arrested in two interior cities. 

The crackdown came a day atter 
an explosion killed en exiled Chi- 
lean general Carlos Prats, 69, ‘and 
his wife. Monday also saw Marxists 
yidnap another business executive 
and right-wing extremists threaten 
three more leftists with death: 

President Isabel Peron’s govern- 
ment reported yesterday thet three 
armed men had died in a gunfight 
after police intercepted an ermed 
group near a TV transmitter out- 
side Cordoba, the country’s second 
largest city. They were believed to 
be leftists. 

Meanwhile, at Tucuman in the 
northwest, police raids of houses 
netted five men. One was identified 
as Osvaldo de Benedetti, 26, arres- 
ted in 1972 in conection with the 
kidnap-murder of the head of Fiat 
operations in Argentina, Oberdan 
Sallustro. De Benedetti was released 
with hundreds of other terrorists 
in a May 1973 amnesty. 

On Monday an explosion ripped 
apart the car of former Chilean 
chief of staff Carlos Prata here. 
‘No one claimed responsibility. Chi- 
lean government sources said Gen. 
Prats, who was Defence Minister 
and interim Vice-President under 
Chile's late Marxist President, Salva- 
dor Allende, had not taken 
“officially” in politics since reaching 
Buenos Aires four days after last 
year’s Santiago coup. 

The killings brought to 98 the 
death toll in the Right-Left con- 
frontation that has gripped Argen- 
tina since the death of President 
Juan Peron three months ago. 

Only a few hours after the 
Prats killings, a faction of the 
Marxist “People's Revolutionary 
Army” (ERP) kidnapped a 
senior executive of Argentina's lar- 
gest conglomerate, Bunge y Born. 
The ERP’s “August 22” faction 
later asked a ὅσω. ransom for the 
64-year-old executive, Alfonso Mar-

JOHANNESBURG (UPI). — South 
African police killed two black 
miners and injured four others 
when they 0) fire into a crowd 
of 400 rioters at.a Lonrho platinum 
mine in the Western Transvaal, a 
Company spokesman said yesterday. 

‘The police first used teargas to 
try to disperse a Sunday evening 
tribal brawl between Malawi min- 
ers and South African Xhosa tribes- 
men at Lonrho’s Martkani mine 
about 130 kms west of here, 

A Lonrho spokesman said officials 
at the miners’ compound called in 
the police after five hours of riot- 
ing. A Malawi miner had beaten up 
a Xhosa work-mate at the smelter, 
and Xhosa tribesmen retaliated by 
attacking other Malawi miners in 
the main buildings. 

The police sent two men, but the 
Malawis surrounded the buildings 
and stoned its windows. 

“The police fired warning shots 
at the mob, which refused to dis- 
peree, They were forced to fire into 
the crowd when it smashed down 
the doors and began barging in,” 
the spokesman said. “Two Africans 
were killed and a policeman was 
stoned,” he added. ᾿ 

The names of the dead miners 
will be witheld, but police sources 
said they were from Malawi. Nearly 
80 per cent of South Africa’s 400,000 
miners are migrants from neigh- 
bouring dlack states, and Malawis 
form about 30 per cent of the foreign 
mining labour force.

— President Ford 
has threatened to veto a Senate 
amendment to cut off military aid 
to Turkey, declaring the measure 
would destroy any hope for the 
success of U.S. efforts for peace 
on Cyprus, 

In a written statement hours be- 
fore yesterday's final Senate vote 
on legislation containing the amend- 
Ment proposed by Senator Thomas 
Eagieton, Ford declared: “If the 
Eagleton amendment or similar lan- 
guage is adopted by the Congress, 
the United States will have lost its 
Regotlating flexibility and influence. 
Yt hurts the very countries and 
objectives it purports to help.” 

“It is my intention to withheld 
my consent to any resolution which 
reaches my desk containing Jan- 
guage such as that found in the 
Eagleton amendment,” the President 

Brushing aside the Administra- 
tion's objections, the Senate voted 
57 to 20 in favour of Easgieton's 
amendment to bar funds to any 
country which uses American-sup- 


. plied arms in violation of U.S. for- 


eign aid laws. 

Senator Eagleton argued that 
Turkey's use of American weapons 
in its invasion of Cyprus was 2 
violation of these laws. 

Democratic Senate Leader Mike 
Mansfield, arguing strongly against 
the amendment, said it would under- 
mine Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer's efforts to mediate a solu- 
tion to the Cyprus question.
